'Schoenfeld, Professor Moore and J 
the secretary of the University de- * 
ckled in favor bf Rex Emir Kinsell,^ * 
Hilda Ix^uise Ulridkson and Arthur J 
Hi|ber Redfield, in the order named. ; 

Miss Elizabeth Sabrina Wilbur, 
daughter of the dean of Columbian 
College, rendered a violin solo, and I 
^ Mrs. Otis D. Swett sang while the ^ 
judges were conferring. ’ ^ 

While the speaking was perhaps 
not up to the standard of the past 
few years, the work of the orators 
was very creditable. There were 
in all five contestants who presented 
themselves, Messrs. Redfield, Kin- 
sell, Hodgkin^, Bowman and MisS 
[IJlrickson. The decision of the 
7 judges was unanimous in granting 
the first prize to Mr. Kinsell, while 
there ,was a division of opinion as 
to the Second and third. Two ^con- 
siderations influenced the decision, 
the delivery of the essay and the 
copiposition and argilmcnt of the 
essay itself. , " 

The subject ^of iVIr. Kinsell’s 
speech was “Simeon.” The life of 
that character was traced by Ae 
ybPator and the great work which 
he achieved was set forthi While 
Mr. Kinseirs delivery did not ex- 
cell, perhaps, the composition of his 
essay was of a vei7 superior grade 
and easily won for him a unani'^ 
mous decision. ^ 

Miss Ulricicson’s theme was “Ai. 
Woman of India.’^ Hci^ speech was 
a strong appeal for constructive 
work by college mert and women in 
T the interests of humanity. Choos- 
ing Pandita Ramdhi as an ex- 
ample of what a woman can 
accomplish. Miss Ulrickson gave 
a short history of the life of 
that greatest of Indian women, 
showing the benefits which her 
single efforts have brought to the 
ill-treated women of India and what 
a great field there is for work of 
a similar character. 

Probably the mpst interesting 
topic was/The Diplpn^tic Revolu- 
tion of 1912,” by Mr. Redfield. The 
results of the old type of diplomacy 
were set forth and the complete 
failure of the policy of Metternich 
and his successors in the near East- 
ern situation was clearly shown.

States against the tyranny of the 
powers and their final triumph of 
)^e cause of liberty over oppres-
